AMUR RIVER. — 


: — 
(FHOM.A BUSSIAN CORRESPONDENT.) 


+ There has been a great deal said about 
some mysterious scheme which the Japsn- 
ese ata keeping in reserve, p scheme calou- 
Inted to astonish the world. {t will handily 
astonish the Ruselans, at.any rate, if the 
scheme be what I have rédaon to suppose it 
is, for the Russians have long age been 
warned of the contingeney, At the same 
time, {Russia will be utterly unprepared to 
meet it, nor will soy possible efforts, energy, 
skill, or money now suffice to make her 
ready, The waakest point in the Rossian 
hold upon her Possewions East of Lake 
Baikal isher neglect of the opportunit 
afforded her by the magpificent three thou, 
sand miles of navigable waters in the River 
Amut, In the Chinese, or Boxer, outbreak 
of a few years ago Russia had not s single 
gunboat or armed ship pt any kind what- 
ever throughout theso tlires thousand wiles 
of water, tho frontier, for the greater part 
of its length, of her Possessions. Daring 
the troubles Russia made a few hasty par- 
chases from local merchante of steamers 
uscd os tugs to carry cargo in huge barges 
up and down stream. On board of these, 
only one of which, 1 am informed, has 6 
ateel deck, or is at all etrong enough to 
carry artillery, Russia placed a few field- 
pieces, and” erected gun abields from 
boiler plates, These are tho * gunboats’ 
which may be read about in travellers’ tales 
describing journeys on the Amur River. 


The hes: of the boats woro built in Eng- 
land, and the majority, 1 believe, by 
Messrs Armstrong; who will know every-" 
thing about them. It is beyond the limits 
of human possibility to furnish the Amor 
River with gunboats now, and Russia will 
nee roasun to regret that she paid little 
attention to the representations mado by 
Naval ollicers who thireted for tho oppor- 
tunity of utilising this magnificent river 
during the Ohinese troubles. o 

The mouth of the Amur River, at 
Nikolaevek, is defonded by some forts of 
anciont construction, and, it is belioved, 
unprovided with modern artillery. ‘There 
ia, morcover, 8 guardship, another small 
mahip, which began life a5 a tug bo- 
longing to ono of the great foroign trading 
firms who have done so much for tho Amur 
‘Territory. Thoso will present 20 difficulty 
whatever to an attacking force such as tho 
Japanese. Unfortunataly, the River Amur 
is blocked at its mouth by the vast 
quantities of ice which como down the 
stream, and is further rendered dangerous 
for navigation by the icebergs coming down 
from the Arctic Ocoan, and tossing back | 
and forth in the estuary for a long time 
after the river proper is open to naviga- 
tien. Generally apeaking, ships can only 
enter the Amur River in Jane, And in 
June we may confidently expect that 
a flotilla of properly armed light 
draught gunboats will steam boldly into 
the Amur and pruceed to make themselves 
felt throughout its length. Thore are no 
forts on the Amar River which could tackle 
a river guoboat, the Ruasians having de- 
voted, aa urual, ull their attention to secur- 
ing themselves against lind attack. The 
Japanese know every inch of the river, for, 
thoir careful eyatem of espionage apart, the 
Japanceo fishermen have beon long accus- 
tamed to penetrate evenAns far ns above 
Blagovésensk, end it is Piabably not with- 
vat a certain significance’ that theic num: 
hers have beon noted to have increased 
considerably during the past thfoe or four 
years. As to ining tho river, it ia prob- 
uble that the Japanese havo" slrendy taken 
tue meusuro of the Russian as a mining ox- 
pert, and, indeed. it’ is not a branch of 
warfare to which much attention has been 
given in Russia. 

Tt ia true thore are very few togns slong 
the whole stretch of the Amur River, but 
the moral offect: of the capture, say of 
Khabarovsk, the centre of the Administra- 
tion of the entire Amur rogion, would 
woll repay the risks. The Japanese can 
Jive upon’ the prodace of the country-side, 
and would everywhere find syuupathotic 
Chinese ta aid thom. It is the Chinese 
who cut and stack the wood brought down 
to the river bank for the consumption of 
tho ste:nors ; it is the Chinese who pro-

It would be interesting to 
hear the views of Naval experts upon the 
chances of realiaing such a plan, ‘The data 
are certainly all to hand to the British 
Admira'ty, for it is on record that in recent 
days. 9 British gunboat did once. go up 
the Amur River a far, I believe, a5 
Khabarovak, and the geography of, the 
region about De Castries Bay was atudied 
carefully after the Crimoan War. Tn all 
probability tho Russians know ‘lesa about 
the matter than our own authorities, and 
certainly less than the Japanese. Indeed 
the country outside the towns and few 
settlements about tho Maritime Province 
and the Amur Territory ia served and 
guarded so inadequately that.it ean only 
aaid to be Russian at all in name, and 
the name, the prestige, of Ruasin scams to 
bo a decreasing quantity in that part of the 
world, which is peopled by tribes in every 
reepect.allied rather to the Japaneso than 
to the Russians. F 
Finally, that the Japaneso will not omit 
this among their operations of wat may be 
confidently surmised from’ a telegram 
received today. It says that tho Russians 
have discovered in the neighbourhood of 
Nikolsevak—that is to say, at the mouth of 
the Amur Rivor—a large gusntity of 
concested supplies, which comprise not only 
dried fish, to the number of 5000—the 
huge salmon of the Amur, four to five feot 
Jong—but also hospital stores, thus 
proving positively that the cache is 
connected with a contemplated Military 
move, The surprise which is to astonish 
the world in o month or two 
is plainly the eight of Japanese gun-

Agents shall in future comply with all 
requisitions which are sent to them 
by the Colonial Governments, duly autho- 
rised by those Governments, and that they 
shall no longer be required to refer 
to the Colonial Office for the Secretary of 
State's instructions when those requisitions 
do not indicate that the expenditure has 
been duly sauctioned, the only excaption to 
‘the rule being when ‘the Crowh Agonta 
from preceding correspondence have reason 
to think that itis under the Secretary of 
State’a consideration to suspend or modify 
the particular work or service in. connection 
with which tho articles for which they havo 
reosived indenta are required.. The effect 
of the change will be to increase the respon- 
aibility of the Colonial Governments to the 
Secretary of State, inasmuch as no: re.
